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The Politics That Counts. 


in the course of a recent address at Indianapolis, W. 0. Lynch, 
professor of American history at the State Normal school, placed 
new emphasis upon a veiy old tmth in his contention.that the really 
important politics is not the national brand, but the home-grown va- 
riety, and he delivered some well-placed blows against the common 
practice of whooping and hurrahing over national questions and ig- 
noring those issues at home which have a very direct bearing upon 
our lives, our happiness and our individual existence. 
Mr. Lynch 
cited the fact that a good many Indiana men who have risen to prom- 
ineuce nationally have been notoriously negligent of the hoine issues 
and have taken precious little practical interest in the internal wel- 
fare of the state. 


As a matter of fact, the program of state, county, city and town 
government the issues involved and the men chosen to administer the 
program are so much closer in their relation to the average man 
that they count infinitely more in touching upon his welfare than 
does the national result. 
We have .been too much concerned as to 
the paramount issue nationally and too little exercised over the para- 
mount issues nearer hoine. 
We have preached prosperity and 
"pomted with pride" or we have bemoaned or "viewed with alarm" 
just as the national crowd we happen to train with chanced to be 
in or out of power, and have been so bedazzled by the glare of na- 
tional matters that we have failed to devote more than passing at- 
tention to what is to be done nearer home. 


As pointed out by Professor Lynch, a different course—a little 
less attention to national issues and a little more interest at home— 
Would have spared some Indiana communities recently the spectacle 
of seeing their 'cities dragged down to tlje lowest depths of political 
crookedness. 
We shall have better laws, more progress, lowered 
taxes and improved conditions generally when we give a greater 
measure of our attention to state and local politics. 
It is the kind 
that really counts, because it is closest to us. The campaign that is 
before us next year will afford an excellent opportunity for a demon- 
stration of that fact. 


Incidentally, one isn't hearing so much nowadays of the ru- 
mor prevalent some time ago, that Senator Kem was likely to be un- 
seated as~thc democratic senate leader and exiled to the cold out- 
side because he was presumably out of exact alignment with the 
president on his views a.s to national preparedness for defense. .Sen- 
ator Kei n is much too big a figure to be distressed "by 
this sort of 
talk, and there is no evidence that President Wilson has been at all 
disconcerted by it. 
The comiiig. session of congress will find the 
Indiana senator as fully and com[)leteiy on the job as before. 


Making it ra.sy for every American citizen to exercise his in- 
alienable right to run for office has its drawbacks, after all. 
In 
Allen county next year he is going to do it so numerously that the 
voting machines are far too small to caiTy the list of aspirants for 
the nominations, and we shall have to return to the old ballot sys- 
tem in the primaries. The ballot, itself, will doubtless .be the largest 
with which the Indiana voter has ever been called upon to wrestle, 
and the first-and-seeond-choice provision means that primary voting 
hereafter is going to be more of a job than a relaxation. 


Dr. Booker T. Washington, the negro who 'was bom a slave and 
•who dies the leader of his race, lived long enough and supplied am- 
ple evidence in accomplishment^to demonstrate that his rise was not 
accident. The moving spirit in one of the largest educatioiml enter- 
prises in America, the friend of three presidents, this masterful man 
deserved all the honors that were his. His life easily stands alone as 
the foremost element in the advancement of the colored man in 
America, and his work is a monument more enduring than any shaft 
that can be raised above the mound^that shall mark his resting place.

GROWTH OF LOCOMOTIVE. 


(Springfield, Mass., Republican). 


Some interesting thoughts are suggest- 
ed by an illustrated article which has 
been prepared by the New York, New, 
Haven & Hartford Railroad company, to 
outline the development of the locomo- 
tive from 1840 to the present day. Above 
all there 
stands 
out 
the fact of the 
comparatively early date at which 
the 
standard American type of locomotive 
Avas established. 
The picture of the Leo- 
minster of the Boston, Clinton & Fitch- 
burg railroad dates from 1849, and the 
singular thing is that the Leominster is 
the typo of practically all Ajnerican lo- 
eoxnotives up to the '90s. 


The type, characterized by foui' driv- 
ing wheels and a leading truck of four 
wheels, is by no means obsolete today, 
though it is confined to light work. From 
the '40s, then, nearly to the end of the 
century, designers of passenger locomo- 
ties aimed rather at perfecting the type 
they had than inventing neAV types. 
It 
is significant that the Encyclopedia B'ri- 
tannica's article on locomotive«, written 
apparently 10 to 12 years ago, hardly 
mentions the Pacific type, wliich today 
is used almost 
universally for fast, 
heavy service. 
AAHien the 
Britannica's 
article was written, the Atlantic tj^ie, 
whose wheel arrangement is that of the 
American type, plus a trailing axle wjaa 
regarded as the coming type, and was 
preferred 
to 
the 
"six-coupled" 
type, 
which also had come into use for heavy 
service. 


The truth is that American locomo- 
ties, like the railways themselv'p.s, have 
been prarti<'ally reconstructed within the 
last 20 yeai's. 
Wlien the Empire state 
express began running 2,5 years ago it 
was hauled by an American type loco- 
motive weighing 
less than .50 tons— 
hardly double the weight of the Ivoomin- 
ster in 1849; today the Empire state ex- 
press is hauled by a Pacific type loco- 
motive weighing 13,5 tons. 
And in the 


freight service the growth from the "Mo- 
gul" of the '90s to the "Mikado" of to- 
day has been no less remarkable.

The qld ' Australian blanket 
ballot, 
thought to have been forever relegated 
to the limbo of the past by the complete 
introduction of the voting m^chiiie iu 
Allen county, will "come /back" next 
March, when the primaries are held. 
The voting machine will not contain 
the names of all the candidates who are 
to be voted for on March 7 and the 
county commissioners have decided that 
the old system will have to be em- 
ployed. 
To get around the law, whicli 
provides that imder the Australian bal- 
lot system there shall be not^more than 
250 voters in each precinct—whereas the 
machine precincts are much larger—the 
commissioners will adopt a resolution 
that will make it unnecessary to Change 
the precincts for the primary. 
County 
Commissioners J. B, Butt, W. C. Schwior 
and A. J. Black, County Auditor Will 
Johnson and County • Attorney E. G. 
Hoffman have 
decided the Australian 
ballot shall be used and that the coun- 
ty may be spared much expense by ii 
resolution declaring the precincts the 
same for both the primaries and tue 
election. 


The printed ballots 
will 
bear the 
names of all the candidates with places 
for first and second choices. 


Nomination of Candidates. 
Section 28 of the new primary law 
explains how candidates are nominated. 
If any candidate for an office receives a 
majority of the first choice votes, he 
shall be declared nominated for such of- 
fice, but if no candidate is thus nomi- 
nated, the name of the one having the 
least number of first choice votes is 
dropped and the second choice votes cast 
by his supporters are added to the first 
choice votes of the remaining candidates 
for whom they were cast. 


If no candidate then has a maj<Hity, 
the law makes it mandatory to drop 
from-the remaining candidates the one 
having the lest number of votes then to 
his credit and add the second choice 
votes cast by his supporters to the votes 
of the remaining candidates for whom 
they were cast. 


This procedure is to be repeated until 
some candidate has a majority oi until 
two candidates remain. 
The one then 
having the greater number of votes to 
his credit shall be declared the nomi- 
nee. 
No second choice vote shall be 
counted when it is cast for a candidate 
whose name shall have been dropped, aa 
provided for in the above.

New York, Nov. 15.—The American 
Association for Labor Legislation made 
public today the text of a bill designed 
to establish in this state a system oi 
iicalth insurance. 
The measure will be 
introduced in the state—legislature at 
tho coming session, and it is intended 
to have it introduced also in the legis- 
latures of other states at the earliest 
favorable op])octunity. The bill has been 
ilniftcd after long study by the Social 
Insurance committee of the association, 
iiiul its proposals follow generally the 
li;ios of the British and German systems, 
with suitable 
adaptation to American 
conditions. 


The gonoral purpose of the measure is 
to provide, at the joiiit expense of the 
worker, the employer and the state, for 
lu-alth insurance for tlie worker, and for 
medical caro for himself and his family. 
As drafted, the bill applies to all those 
(•ngaijed in manual labor and to all 
others earning less than $100 a month. 
It would provide every insured worker 
with medical care including nursing at- 
tendance, hospital care, medical and sur- 
pical supplies, and a cash bcnelit equal 
tAvo two-thirds of fhf> wage for a max- 
imum of twenty-six wcoI<s in a year; to 
the wife it offers special care at child- 
birth. and 'if she is also insured a cash 
benefit for eight weeks; and to the en- 
tire family it grants medical care'and 
a funeral henetit on tlic death of the 
insured wage earners. 


Euij)loyers 
and their 
employee, in 
most cases, would contribute 
equally, 
and the state would add one-'fourth to 
this sum. The a^tual amount of the 
contributions is to be calculated with 
reference to wages arid the cost of ben- 
efitg. 
It is claimed that these benefits 
can be bought by tho workers for the 
amount inany of them now spend on 
funeral benefit alone. 


The insurance would be carried by 
mutual organizations of employers and 
employes organized according to local- 
ities and industries and supervised by 
the State Social Insurance commission 
created by the act. Employers and 
employes would have an equal voice in 
the "adminiBtration and in the adjust- 
ment of the contributions. 
Upon speci- 
fted conditions the existing benefit so- 
cieties 
maintained by employers or 
Avorkmen may be approved for the pur- 
))ose8 of the act.

Dutch Newspapers Probing 
Alleged Traffic With 
Grermany. 


Amsterdam, Oct. 25.—(Corespondence 
of Tho Associated Press).—Tlio Dutch 
newspapers have recently been turning a 
searchlight oh the frontier traffic Avhich 
is alleged to be furnishhig Germany 
with many commodities which she needs. 
According to the "Telegraaf," there is 
little actual violation of th6 letted of 
the Dutch regnlations regarding contra- 
band, but there is a great deal of-^skil- 
ful evasion which isr proving very profit- 
able to the Dutch trader. 


Fats and oils ars contraband, and 
therefore ^oflfer difficulties to the smug- 
gler, but "margarine" and "soap" are in 
the list of allowed exports. A cartoon 
in the "Telegraaf" 
shows an endless 
train of wagons winding along a country 
road toward^ the frontier, each wagon 
loaded with cases labelled "Miirgçirine" 
and "Soap," and a note underneath the 
picture reads "Fats and oils are con- 
traband, but "margarine and^goap are all 
right, so here we gol" 


A correspondent writing from Bergen- 
op-Zoom, which is one of the most con- 
venient poinii» for export to Germany, 
says: "Each freight train whic^i comes 
in seems to contain a greater or smaller, 
number of cases of so-called margarine. 
The platform is littere^ with them, the 
»torerodm is piled almost to the ceiling. 
Outside, the station" yard is thronged 
Avith vehicles. I counted 31 carts, five 
handcarts,"several dogcarts, and 90 men 
with bicycles. The entire troop is cqm.-

It is com-

garine is uneatable, and that the 'soaii* 
is Tiseless for was'hing. 
The soap, it 
is said, is a composition of linseed oil, 
for which there is a great demand in 
CJermany, while tho 'margarine' is said 
(o be composed of certain elements use- 
ful for lubrication."

Expert Tells Why He Came 
to Hoosierdom to G-row 
Apples. 


Jndiana.polis, Nov. 
15—Dan 
W. Le- 
Gore. of Gosport, winner of the com- 
mprcial orchard exhibit at the l'J14 In- 
diana apple sliow, told inprnbcrs of the 
iiidiana Horticultural society that the 
live experiment station at i'urduc, the 
lacilities for marketing apples in this 
slate and the good soil for orchards, 
I roii^fht him from Rogue Kiver vallcj' 
iu Or<^gon to Indiana. 
He said in the 
feu- years he lias attempted to 
raise 
apples in Indiana under the improved 
methods used in the west, he has had 
success equal to that of western apple 
growers. 


The conditions which 
make 
apple 
•:r()wing jiarticularly attractive 
as 
a 
business proposition in Oregon and other 
western states are generally duplicated 
in Indiana, the speaker said, and 
he 
added that Indiana had many advan- 
tages over the west. 


High Prices for Land. 


The greatest reason for the west be- 
ing regarded such a great apple district, 
LeGor« said, was because men had to 
pay such extremely high prices for land. 
ISIany of tlie men who raise apples in 
the west are business 
men from the 
eastern states who invest all their ready 
money in their orchards and they must 
push their produce in order to realize a 
fair profit, the speaker said. 
He said 
the low price of land in Indiana had 
been a great detriment to the develop- 
ment of the apple raising industry bo- 
cause men too often raised apples only 
as a side line and did not cultivate their 
crops as they would if more money was 
I , invested. 


When he spoke of trying Avestern ap- 
ple raising methods in Indiana, the men 
iu Oregon laughed at him, he said, but 
he believed that although he had not 
seen such good apples in Indiana, neith- 
er had he seen improved methods used 
in taking care of the trees and packing 
the crop. 


Transportation 
Facilities. 


LeOore said he regarded tlie facilities 
of transportation of the crop ofTered in 
Indiana as a great asset to the apple 
grower. 
He complimented the horticul- 
tural department of Purdue, aayingthat 
it took up in more detail every problem 
lie laid before it. 
He said the Oregon 
station took the position that the com- 
munity of apple expei-ts should wdi-k 
out its own problems. 
The community 
life of those interested in raising apples 
in Oregon, where one settlement is shut 
ofl" from another by mountains, brought 
the men into closer contact 
and th« 
talk of nothing but apples created 
a 
greater spirit of competitive production 
than would be possible in Indiana. 


Regarding the price paid for Indiana 
apples in relation to the price for the 
Oregon crop, LeGore said that last year 
he sold 740 bushels of liis crop of 900 
bushels at $1.25 a bushel, while the Ore- 
gon Apple Dealers' association received 
only 61 cents as the average price a box. 
He' said that 
in the 
association 
the 
grower did not receive his money until

President Barrett said that the former 
employes were given a fair opportunity to 
return to \.ork and now that their places 
had been filled by other men he did not 
leel that it would be right to discharge 
them, inasmuch as they had been brougtit 
liere with the understanding that if their 
services proved satisfactory 
they 
would 
be given steady employment. 
He denied 
that the men brought here were strike- 
brealiers when

Doesn't Intend to Allow U. 
S. to Gobble South 
• American Trade. 


London, Nov. 6.—(Correspondence 
of 
The Associated 
Press).—Great Britain 
has no intention of allowing the United 
States to oust it from iirst place in 
trade witli South America, declares the 
Daily Clironicle in a long and earnest 
discussion of "The South American Mar- 
ket." 
After noting the relative posi-- 
tions of England, Germany and 
the 
United States in South American trade 
prior to the war, the article Avarns its 
readers that the United States has al- 
ready accomplished a gi-eat deal in its 
efl'ort iit take^ advantage of the opening 
offered it. 


"But let ns look for a moment at th" 
assets of the British trader in South 
America,-"' continues the Clironicle. "One 
of his greatest is his reputation 
for 
strict integrity and scrupulously honor- 
able dealing, which will stand him in 
good stead in the coming race for trade. 
Jt must be maintained • at 
all 
costs. 
South American people have had exper- 
ience of our methods of business and 
those of the United States, and -as a 
general rule they prefer our own. 
If 
they can do so tliey will deal with us. 


"Another great point in our favor is 
the remarkably strong jjosition of our 
leading banks. The names of the Anglo- 
South American bank, the British bank 
of South America, and the London and 
Brazilian bank, are household words in 
banking and inancial circles all ovei 
the world. 
Enlightened 
management 
and the growth of British 
trade have 
brought them prosperity. 
Then again\ 
there is the J^anca- Coinniorciale Ttaliana. 
The entente between British and Italian 
interests in Brazil is of particular im- 
portance, owing, to the predominance of 
the latter in the South American^ labor 
market. 


"Consideration of our banking position 
naturally leads one to speak of our ship- 
ping predominance. 
Our j)re-cminencc' 
in ^ u t h American trade in the past has 
been due in no small degree to the great 
development 
of our merchant 
marine. 
The United States is not slow to appre- 
ciate the importance of the banking ancf 
shipping elements. 
Her banks are al- 
ready opening brandies in some of the 
big SoTith American centers, while her 
colossal -activity in producing war mu- 
liitions and the sale of her foodstuffs 
at high prices will enable her fo.r the 
first time in her career to lend freely 
aljroad and also to put money into tlie 
development of her mercantile marine. 


"Another point in our favor is the 
large amount of British capital already 
sunk in the. various 
Sotith 
American 
countries. 
This reaches the stupendous 
total of $.3,7oO,nnO. while 
our 
annual 
trade in South America, prior to 
the 
Avar, touched .'i',5Gn.ono,ni}n, or one"-fourth 
of the total trade of tliose . coimtries. 
Obviously British companies will, whon- 
ever possible, place tlieir orders in Great 
Britain. 
But they are not in Inisiiios.s 
for their health, and our tmdrrs must 
give them what they want or they will 
go elseAvliPre." 


Tho article goes on with a discu.ei.eion 
of th." sliortconiing of "nrifish trade. Sell- 
ing by oatiilogTie is impossihlo in t.heso 
rountrips. ii declarns, and it add.=! that 
there is a laniental'Ie 
lack 
of 
really 
.skilled British travelers and agents. 
Tn 
this respect it urges Britiph traders to 
talso a leaf from Germany's handbook, 
"r.'prmany's tfavelera and agents 
wpro 
skilled men. and 
th^y 
sparrd 
neither 
time nor trouble. 
Howl linguists were 
they, not witli a mere smattering of 
Spanish and Portugese. 
Xor did the 
hfads of the firms in Germany leave ev- 
erything to their agents. 
They were al- 
ways making personal visit.s to stufly 
local commerce and credit conditions on 
the spot." .Above ¡ill, they too'k care to 
^ive tlie importer what he wanted." 


Turning specifically to the opportunit- 
ies in Argeiitiiia, the Chronicle declares 
that a great effort is necessary here if 
England is to maintain 
preflominance. 
Tlio last co7nplete year's returns 
for 
this republic show that 
in 
1013 the 
trade wa.=i divided as follows: England. 
1.30 million dollars; fiprnianV 70 mil- 
lions, and the United 
States r»2 mil- 
lions 


Tn Brazil, the second most important 
market, the Chronicle believes tliat tho 
clearing of 
the financial 
atmosphere 
which has come about since the war, 
opens neAV opportunities for the first na- 
tion on the spot. Chile, the third country 
in commercial importance, is likely, the 
article adds, to show surprising doveV 
opments during the next few years, ow- 
ing to the opening of the Panama canal. 


Tn conclusion, the article quotes from 
a British consular report the followino: 
advice to would-be traders in 
South 
America: 
^ 


"There are two essential points: First, 
do not despise small orders; treat the 
$100 order with the same respect as if 
it was for $100,000. Second, v.se extreme 
caution 
when 
quoting 
nrices. 
They 
should be the v^ery lowest that your bus- 
iness can stand. 
There should be , no 
question of how much you can get. but 
of how much you can sacrifice in order 
to secure the customer."

been to make them more exact. A fore- 
cast can be phrased to admit of vari- 
ous interpretations.

PC- 


perfume factories, 


Power Concerns Look With 
Envious Eyes on the 
Scenic Wonder. 


By F. M, Kerby. 


Washington, D. C.. Nov. 15.—Xiagara 
Palls is again in danger! 
The big 
power 
interests are again after the 
falls, and lobbyists will begin soon to 
appear before congress seeking legisla 
tion which would forever destroy this 
natural wonder, and turn its beauty 
into dollars for the power trust. 


Niagara is one of the greatest pow- 
ers in the world. It is e.stimated that 
it is capable of developing 5,800,000 
horse-power. 
But such a use of the 
falls would absolutely destroy it as a 
-cenic wonder. 


The falls were protected by a treaty 
with Canada negotiated in 1906, which 
provided that not more than 
15,800 
'•ubic feet of water per second should 
be diverted for power purposes above 
the falls on the American 
side, and 
not more than 11,000 on the Cana- 
dian side. 


The Burton act, drawn by former 
Senator Burton, of Ohio, to carry out 
the provisions of this act, placed the 
regulation of the power companies un- 
der the jurisdiction of the secretary of 
war. 


But this act expires by limitation on 
March 3, 1916. 


And so the Hydraulic Power com- 
pany th® Niagara Falls 
Power 
com- 
pany and the Ontario Power company 
(the family relations of the great Gen- 
eral Electric interests), will send their 
lawyers to congress this winter to se- 
cure legislation which will bestroy this 
beauty spo(. 


Thev are using the old "states 


rights" cry. 
They want the falls turn 
ed over to the jurisdiction of \N"ew 
York 
state. 
It is the same cry 'that thei: 
brother grabbers in the western states 
have been raising about national for- 
ests, public lands, coal, oil and water 
power 
resources still in government 
control. 


The United States government has 
jurisdiction over Niagara both because 
it is a* navigable waterway, and be- 
cause it is a boimdary stream; thus 
there is no shadow of excuse to turn 
the falls over to the state, where the 
grabbers think they woul^l be able to 
"handle" it with more facility. 


The companies operating at the falls 
were the first, power plants to be con- 
structed in this country; 
they were 


built between 1893 and 1900 and'tKey' 
secured .from New York state before 
the, Canadian treaty was negotiated, 
gi^ts^in perpetuity—999 years. They 
paid nothing whatever for theni; the 
federal government gets no revenue nor 
does the state of New York, for the 
use of this valuable water power. 


The first move to take the falls from 
under control of the United States gov- 
ernment occurred in the last congress 
where,a bill was introduced for this 
purpose. 
Undoubtedly, further effort'^ 
will be made when this congress con- 
venes to prevent the extension of the 
Burton act beyond March 3, 1916.

OLD CAMPAIGN AND 


NEW MIMED 


Prospect of Severe Winter 


Turns War Attention 


to Russia. 


Paris, Oct. 30.— (Correspondence 
ot 


The Associated Press).—Predictions that 
the approaching winter will be 
very 


severe have inspired 
comparisons be- 


tween the German campaign in Russia 
and Napoleon's Russian 
campaign 
of 


1812. 


Abbe Morcaux, of the Bourgcs observa- 


tory, points out that a curve indicating 
the European localities where the aver- 
nfte temperature in January is zero Cen- 
tigrade or 32 above 
zero Fahrenheit, 


would pass along the coast of Norway, 
protected by the gulf stream from great 
or cold, ascend abruptly along the west 
const of Denmark, nnd follow a line 
considerably westward from Berlin, turn- 
ing eastward in the region of Trieste to 
tho Black and Caspian seas. Another 
curve marking a zone where the average 
temperature U 14 degrees above zero, 
Fahrenheit, would comprise Berlin, Vilnn. 
Riga, Dvinsk, Moscow and Pctrograd. To 
make up this average, however, zones of 
greater cold are comprised, the maximum 
nt Pctrograd being 38 below zero, nnd 
at Moscow 47 below zero, Fahrenheit. 


Examining the situation from a meter- 


eological point of view, Abbe Moreaux 
finds confirmation of the predictions of 
naturalists in reviewing the natural re- 
turn of periods of extreme cold in the 
past. We arc approaching, in his opin- 
ion, a period of cold winters and 
he 


thinks that the Oormnn soldiers may e.x- 
reriencs the same vicissitudes as those 
that cost Napoleon 450,000 men from 
the "Grand" Army." 


Ijirrcy, who wore a thermometer dur- 


ing Napoleon's ItuRsian campaign has 
left records showing that as early as 
November 1-lth, the "Grand Army" had 
to endure a temperature of 12 below 
zero, Fahrenheit, on the lines from Vilna 
to Moscow—the retreat having tx-jun 
October 18th. From NovtmUr 17 U* 


thermometer went down rapidly to 22 
tielow zero, December 3 to reach 34 be- 
low zero, when tho retreating army 
reached Malodccyn. Equally low temper- 
lures, according to Abbe Moreaux, are 
almost certain to prevail over consider- 
able parts of the German front if it is 
maintained on the present line and arc 
almost certain to overtake the German 
forces in retreat unless they abandon 
their positions immediately.

In the course of a recent address at Indianapolis, AV. 0. Lynch, 


professor of American history at the State Normal school, placed 
new emphasis upon a very old truth in his contention that the really 
important politics is not the national brand, but the home-grown Va- 
riety, and he delivered some well-placed blows against the common 
practice of whooping and. hurrahing over national questions and ig- 
noring \hose issues at home which have a very direct bearing npon 
our lives, our happiness and our individual existence. Mr. Lynch 
cited the fact that a good many Indiana men who have risen to prom, 
inerjce nationally have been notoriously negligent of the home issues 
and have taken precious little practical interest in the internal wel- 
fare of the state. 


As a matter of fact, the program of state, county, city and town 


government the issues involved and the men chosen to administer the 
program are so much closer in their relation to the average man 
that they count infinitely more in touching upon his welfare than 
does the national result. We have been too much concerned as to 
the paramount issue nationally and too little exercised over the para- 
mount issues nearer home. 
We have preached prosperity and 


"pointed with pride" or we have bemoaned or "viewed with alarm" 
' just as the national crowd we happen to train with chanced to be 


in or out of power, and have been so bedazzled by the glare of na- 
tional matters that we have failed to devote more than passing at- 
tention to what is to be done nearer home. 


As pointed out by Professor Lynch, a different course—a little 


less attention to national issues and a little more interest at home- 
would have spared some Indiana communities recently the spectacle 
of seeing their cities dragged down to the lowest depths of political 
crookedness. We shall have better laws, more progress, lowered 
taxes and improved conditions generally when we give a greater 
measure of our attention to state and local po'litics. It is. the kind 
that really counts, because it is closest to us. The- campaign that is 
before us next year will afford an excellent opportunity for a demon- 
stration of that fact.

If any candidate for an office receives a 
majority of the first choice votes, he 
shall be declared nominated for such of- 
fice, but if no candidate is thus nomi- 
nated, the name of the one having the 
least number of first choice votes is 
dropped and the second choice votes cast 
by his supporters ore added to the first 
choice voteg of the remaining candidates 
for whom they were cast. 


If no candidate then has a majority, 


the law makes it mandatory to drop 
from tho remaining candidates the one 
having tho lest number of votes then to 
his credit and add tho second choice 
vote* cast by his supporters to the rotes 
of the remaining candidates for vfhom 
they were cast. 


This procedure is to be repeated until 


»omo candidate has a majority or until 
two candidates remain. The one then 
having the greater number of votes to 
big credit shall be declared tho nomi- 
nee. 
No second choice vote shall be 


counted when it is cast for a candidate 
whose name shall have been dropped, »i 
provided for in the above.

New York, Nov. 15.—The American 


Association for Labor Legislation made 
public today the text of a bill designed 
to establish in this state a system ot 
hca.lth insurance. The measure will be 
introduced in tlm state legislating at 
the coming session, and it is intended 
10 have it introduced also in the legis- 
latures of other states at the earliest 
favorable opportunity. The bill bas been 
drafted after long study by tho Social 
Insurance committee of the association, 
nnd its proposals follow generally the 
lines of the British and German systems, 
with suitable adaptation to American 
conditions. 


The gonernl purpose of the measure in 


to provide, at tho joint expense of the 
worker, the employer and tho state, for 
health insurance for the worker, and for 
medical care for himself and his family. 
As drafted, the bill applies to all those 
engaged in manual labor and to all 
otlK-rs earning loss than $100 a month. 
H would provide every insured worker 
with medical care including nursing at- 
tendance, hospital care, medical and sur- 
gical supplies, and a cash bcnelit equal 
two two-thirds of the wage for a max- 
imum of twenty-six Weeks in a year; to 
the wife it offers special care nt child- 
birth, and if she is also insured a cash 
benefit for eight weeks; and to the en- 
tire family it grants medical cnre and 
11 'funeral benefit on the death of tho 
insurfil wage earners. 


Employers and their employe!), in 


most, OHKPB, would contribute equally, 
and the state would odd one-fourth to 
this sum. The nctual amount of the 
contributions is to be calculated with 
reference to wages and the cost of ben- 
efits. 
Tt. is claimed that, these benefits

Amsterdam, Ooi.. 25.—(Corespondence 


of Tho Associated Presa).—The Dutch 
newspapers have recently been turning a 
searchlight on the frontier traffic which 
is alleged to l>c furnishing Germany 
with many commodities which she. needs. 
According to the "Tclegraaf," there is 
little actual violation of tho letter of 
the Dutch regulations regarding contra- 
hand, hut there is a great deal of skil- 
ful evasion which is proving very profit- 
able to the Dutch trader. 


Fats and oils ars contraband, 
and 


therefore offer difficulties to the smug- 
gler, b*ut "margarine" and "soap" are in 
the list of allowed exports. A cartoon 
in the "Telegraaf" 
shows an endless 


train of wagons winding along a country 
road towards the frontier, each wngou 
loaded with cnses labelled "Margarine" ' 
r»nd "Soap," and a note underneath the 
picture reads "Fats and oils are con- 
traband, but margarine and »oap are all 
right, so here we go!" 


A correspondent writing from Bergen- 


op-Zoom, which is one of the most con- 
venient poinw for export to Germany, 
says: "Each freight train which comes 
in seems to contain a greater or smaller 
number of cnses of so-called margarine. 
Tho platform is littered with them, the 
storeroom is piled almost to the ceiling. 
Outside, tho station yard is thronged 
with vehicles, 
f counted 31 carts, five 


handcarts, several dogcarts, and 00 men 
with bicycles. The entire troop is com- 
monly referred to by residents of Ber- 
gen as 'the smugglers.' 


"As rapifl'.y as possible the cases arc 


hustled out from the station and im- 
midiately the procession starts for the 


i frontier.

liergen across the frontier, but the leni- 
ency of the customs officials seems to 
vary considerably at the three points, 
and one road is followed by the major- 
ity of the margarine-laden wagons. 


T am told that an average of about,

pounds of soap is sent over tho frontier 
iroiii Kcrgen-op-/oom daily. It is com- 
monly believed that the so-called mar- 
garine is uneatable, and that-the 'soap* 
is useless for washing. 
The soap, it 


is saifl. is a composition of linseed oil, 
for whieli there is a great demand in 
Ormany, wbiln tho 'margarine' is saiil 
t.o lie composed of certain elements use- 
ful for lubrication." 


It, was at Brrgen just a, year ago that 


the heaviest influx of Belgian refugee* 
reached Holland. 
The town is reaping 


tho reward 'for the warm-hearted wel- 
come with which it received and fed the 
refugees, for Bergen today, out of .f.c 
heavy profits of its trade with Germany, 
is experiencing an unprecedented pros- 
perity.

Indianapolis, Nov. 15—Dan W. Le- 


Gore. of Gosport, winner of the com- 
mercial orchard exhibit at the 1UH In- 
diana apple show, told member!) of tin; 
Indiana Horticultural society that the 
live experiment station at 1'iirdue, the 
facilities for marketing apples- in this 
stiite and the Rood soil fur orchards, 
brought him from Rogue River valley 
in Oregon to Indiana. He said in the 
few years he has attempted to raise 
apples in Indiana, under the improved 
methods used in the west, he has had 
success equal to that of western apple 
growers. 


The conditions which 
make apple 


growing particularly attractive as a 
business proposition in Oregon and other 
western states arc generally duplicated 
in Indiana, the speaker said, and he 
added that Indiana had many advan- 
tages over the west. 


High Prices for Land. 


The greatest reason for the west be- 


ing regarded such a great apple district, 
LcOrtire said, was because men had to 
pay such extremely high 'prices for land 
Many of the men who raise apple* in 
the west are business 
men from tho 


eastern states who invest all their ready 
money in their orchards and they musk 
push their produce in order to realize a 
fair profit, the speaker said. He saic 
tho low price of land in Indiana hiuj 
been a great detriment to tho develop- 
ment of tho apple raising industry bc- 
niuso men too often raised apples only 
as a side lino and did not cultivate their 
crops as they would if more money was 
invested. 
' 


When he spoke of trying western »p- 


>le raising methods in Indiana, the men 
n Oregon laughed at him, he said, bill 
ic believed that although he had nol 
seen such good apples in Indiana, noith 
cr had he seen improved methods used 
n taking care of the trees and packin 
;he crop 


Transportation Facilities. 


LcGore said he regarded the facilities 


of transportation of tho crop offered in 
Tndiana as a great asset to the apple 
Rrowcr. He complimented the horticul 


nl department of Purdue, saying tha 


;t took up in more detail ever}' problem 
lie laid before it. He said the Oregon 
station took the position that the com 
munity of apple experts should worl 
out its own problems. The community 
life of those interested In raising apple 
in Oregon, where one settlement is shu 
off from another by mountains, brouph 
the men into closer contact and th< 
talk of nothing but apples created a 
greater spirit of competitive productioi 
than would be possible in Indiana.

The moose is not afraid of wolves like 


Washkish, the deer, so acts different and 
must be hunted different. 
The moose 


lives farther back In the woods. He has 
longer legs, can travel farther and walk 
tlu-ough swamps better. 


The deer is afraid to sleep in the same 


bed twice. Tho moose Is not. Maybe you 
see where a. moose had laid down. No 
use to hunt there then. 
Maybe In two 


or three weeks he will be back. Watch 
for his tracks. 


The mooso likes to sleep on a side hill 


where he can look around. 


The rnooso can be followed better than 


the deer. 
He does not look behind 8^ 


much. He is not so afraid. Sometimes 
he will stop at the top of a hill to look 
back. If you were close you can shoot at 
him from the hill behind. 


The he-moose takes longer steps than 


the sho-mooae. His horns break bushes 
and take bark off trees.

- The Alabama legislature in 1881 appro- 
priated funds for tin industrial school at 
Tuskegee, and Booker Washington was 
placed at thu head of the undertaking. 
As the money appropriated c<mld he used 
only for paying teachers' salaries, Wash- 
ington borrowed $250 to make a first 


(-payment on a small plantation, and 
'cleaned out the henhouses to serve as 
classrooms. 


Starting with fifty students, he put 


them to work learning brickmakiug, and 
brick buildings were built on the ground 
liy the students. 
There' now are thou- 


sands of pupils and the school's plant is 
i-alued at nearly $2,UOO,000.

The Burton act, drawn by former 


Senator Kurton, of Ohio, to carry out 
the provisions of this act, placed th« 
regulation of the power companies un- 
der the jurisdiction of the secretary of 
wat.

March 3, 1916.

The United States government has 


jurisdiction over Niagara both because 
it is a navigable waterway, and 
be- 


cause it is a boundary stream; thus 
there is no shadow of excuse to turn 
the falls over to the state, where the 
grabbers think they would be able to 
"handle" it with more facility. 


The companies operating at the fall" 


were the first power plants to be con- 
structed in this country: 
they were 


milt between 1893 aud 1900 and they 
•ecured from New York state befon 
the Canadian treaty was negotiated 
grants in perpetuity—999 years. They 
paid nothing whatever for them; the 
federal government gets no revenue nor 
does the state of New York, for the 
use of this valuable water power. 


The first move to take the falls from 


under control of the United States gov- 
ernment 'occurred in the last congress 
where :i bill was introduced for this 
purpose. 
Undoubtedly, further effort; 


will be made when this congress con- 
venes to prevent the extension of the 
Burton act beyond March 3, 1916.
